In  tlie  Thirty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Home,  the 

% 

managers  have  the  same  story  to  tell  that  has  been  told  so 
many  years'.  The  Home  still  opens  its  doors  to  the  poor 
and  friendless,  and  “Auntie  Gwynne”  still  welcomes  to 
her  motherly  arms  the  little  ones  who  cannot,  from  various 
causes,  he  cared  for  by  those  nearest  to  them.  Many  a 
little  child,  during  the  past  year,  has  found  its  first  com¬ 
fortable  resting-place  in  the  kindly  care  of  this  house,  and 
has  grown  and  strengthened  in  the  home  influence  of  its 
nursery. 

The  working  of  the  Home  has  been  carried  on  as  usual, 
and  the  applicants  for  admission  have  been  as  numerous  as 
ever  before.  Many  of  these  ask  only  for  temporary  aid. 
In  some  cases,  a  father,  out  of  work  for  a  time,  cannot 
support  his  family,  or  a  mother,  left  alone  and  destitute, 
cannot  provide  for  the  hungry  children.  In  such  cases, 
the  children  are  left  at  the  Home,  temporarity,  and  are  cared 
for  there  till  they  can  he  taken  again  by  their  friends. 
Among  the  different  private  institutions,  this  Home  stands 
alone,  as  being  the  only  one  where  children  can  be 
received  in  this  way,  and  without  payment.  Application 
for  admission  is  made  directly  at  the  Home,  and  the 
managers  for  the  month,  with  Mrs.  G Wynne,  have  the 
authority  to  admit  at  once  those  who,  in  their  judgment, 
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have  need  of  aid.  In  this  way  many  are  helped  where 
prompt  action  is  essential.  One  or  two  of  the  temporary 
'cases  may  serve  as  examples. 

An  American  widow  was  obliged,  through  poverty  and 
sickness,  to  bring  three  of  her  children  to  the  Home? 
thinking  she  must  give  them  up  for  adoption,  as  she  feared 
she  could  not  support  them.  She  was  overcome  with  grief 
at  the  separation,  but  did  not  know  what  else  to  do,  and 
signed  adoption  papers  with  great  reluctance.  The  chil¬ 
dren  were  kept  for  several  weeks  ;  at  the  end  of  that  time 
the  mother  came  again,  and  asked  to  take  them.  Friends 
had  come  to  her  aid,  had  procured  her  work,  and  she  joy¬ 
fully  departed  with  her  children.  Another  widow,  a 
dressmaker,  who  had  struggled  along  to  keep  her  children 
with  her,  brought  the  three  to  the  Home,  asking  to  have 
them  cared  for,  for  a  few  weeks.  Her  landlord  had  turned 
her  out,  at  forty-eight  hours’  notice,  and  she  could  not  find 
a  place  to  rest  in.  In  the  change,  the  children  had  taken 
colds,  and  she  was  afraid  that  they  would  he  sick.  They 
were  taken  in  till  she  could  get  another  tenement. 

A-  wet,  stormy  day  in  January,  a  widow  came,  with  her 
two  children,  to  the  Home.  They  were  nearly  starved, 
and  had  been  without  fire  or  food  for  some  time.  She  was 
out  of  work  then,  hut  had  been  making  calico  wrappers  at 
fifty  cents  a  dozen,  for  a  store.  The  children  were  taken, 
and  the  mother,  unhindered  by  them,  was  able  to  get  more 
work,  and,  with  help  from  private  sources,  took  the  children 
again,  and  is  now  doing  well. 

Those  who  have  ever  been  in  the  care  of  the  Home  seem 
always  glad  to  come  back  to  visit  it,  even  after  years  have 
passed,  and  their  cases  are  almost  forgotten.  Many  times 
have  grown  men  and  women  presented  themselves  to 
u  Auntie  G Wynne,”  and  recalled  the  time  to  her  mind 
when  she  had  cared  for  them  in  their  troubled  and  desti- 
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tute  childhood.  Others,  who  are  in,  or  out  of,  places  or 
work,  come  for  advice  and  help. 

The  health  of  children  in  the  Home  has  been  good  for 
the  most  part  of  the  year.  Two  of  the  deaths  that 
occurred  were  from  diphtheria,  following  scarlet  fever. 
Thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  A.  T.  Cabot  for  his  kind  care  of  the 
sick,  and  his  prompt  attendance,  his  services  being  gra¬ 
tuitous,  as  heretofore. 

Through  the  liberality  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian 
Union,  many  of  the  children  have  enjoyed  much,  and  have 
been  benefited  in  health,  by  visits  to  the  country,  and  by 
carriage  drives  during  the  summer. 

Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  friends  who  have  sent 
clothing  and  other  things  to  the  Home.  Everything  is 
gladly  received  that  will  be  of  use  in  making  the  children 
comfortable. 

The  adoption  of  children  who  have  been  legally  given 
up  to  the  Home  has  been  a  good  work  the  past  year,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  the  case  of  children  under  two  years.  When  a 
family  in  a  town  takes  one,  or  perhaps  two,  children, 
others  in  the  same  place  are  interested,  and  come  or  send 
to  “  Auntie  Gwynne  ”  for  some  little  homeless  one  to 
brighten  their  quiet,  and  perhaps  lonely,  homes.  This  has 
occurred  in  several  instances  the  past  year.  In  this  way, 
six  children  went  to  one  town.  The  managers  of  the 
Home  keep  up  their  interest  in  the  children  given  for 
adoption,  and  by  visiting  and  correspondence  have  their 
welfare  in  charge  till  assured  of  their  permanent  good 
position.  Pages  might  be  filled  with  letters  from  persons 
who  have  taken  the  children,  telling  of  their  satisfaction  in 
them,  and  of  their  gratitude  to  the  Home  for  having  pro¬ 
tected  those  who  are  now  as  dear  to  them  as  if  they  were 
indeed  their  own. 

A  Vermont  farmer  says,  Nov.  6,  1881:  “Baby  is  as 
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smart  as  a  little  cricket,  and  as  good  as  she  can  be.  She 
was  a  little  worrisome  for  a  few  days,  but  since  she  got 
acquainted  with  us,  she  has  been  the  happiest  little  thing 
you  ever  saw.  She  is  perfectly  well,  and  is  looking  better 
than  when  she  came  here;  she  is  the  darlingest  little  thing 
you  ever  saw,  and  she  perfectly  suits  us.  I  think  I  can 
safely  say,  she  is  all  we  could  wish  her  to  be.  Send  us  the 
adoption  papers.” 

Another  says,  Nov.  9,  1881:  “Our  little  darling  is  per¬ 
fectly  well,  at  present,  and  is  so  good.  She  sleeps  all  night 
without  rocking,  and  is  no  trouble.  She  is  getting  very 
fleshy,  has  a  double  chin,  and  very  nearly  sits  alone ;  and 
probably  will,  in  a  week  or  two.  We  are  both  happy 
in  having  a  daughter  to  love  and  care  for ;  we  could  not 
love  her  more,  were  she  indeed  our  own.  We  feel  that  she 
is  just  right,  in  every  way.  We  are  both  firm  believers  in 
being  good,  and  doing  good,  whenever  an  opportunity  pre¬ 
sents  itself.”  The  above  relates  to  an  infant,  whose 
mother  is  dead,  and  whose  father  is  a  confirmed  drunkard. 

A  third  says:  “  The- certificate  of  adoption  is  received. 
Our  little  one  is  tough  and  rugged,  and  we  think  every¬ 
thing  of  him.  If  the  certificate  is  not  sufficient,  under  the 
laws  of  this  State,  to  make  him  my  legal  heir,  I  will  make 
him  so,  through  our  Probate  Court ;  he  shall  be  looked  out 
for,  all  right.” 

And  still  another  says,  who  has  just  adopted  a  little  girl : 
“We  received  the  certificate  for  our  little  girl,  and  I  now 
believe  she  is  ours.  She  is  a  lovely  child,  not  handsome, 
but  is  so  good.  I  think  she  is  the  best  child  I  ever  had 
the  care  of.” 

These  are  only  a  few  extracts  from  the  many  letters 
which  are  constantly  received  at  the  Home. 

The  great  want  of  the  Home  at  the  present  time  is,  to  be 
assured  of  an  income  sufficient  to  carry  on  the  work;  and 
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the  managers  have  to  appeal  to  its  friends  for  help, 
Owing  to.  the  death  of  many  of  the  old  subscribers  and 
donors,  the  treasury  is  not  as  full  as  it  needs  to  be.  A  cir¬ 
cular  was  issued  a  short  time  since,  stating  the  fact,  and 
asking  for  aid,  especially  in  new  annual  subscribers.  Is  it 
asking  too  much  of  the  charitable,  and  those  who  have 
known  of  the  Home  and  its  workings  for  so  many  years, 
that  they  should  give  freely  to  so  familiar  an  institution  ? 
Will  not  the  fathers  and  mothers,  in  their  happy  homes, 
surrounded  by  children  who  have  never  known  a  want  or 
deprivation,  open  their  hearts  and  purses  readily  to  answer 
this  call  ?  When  the  purpose  of  the  home  is  to  be  able  to 
receive  all  needy  cases  that  apply, —  children  who  from 
poverty  and  hardship  have  scarcely  known  a  comfort  from 
their  birth, —  to  care  for  them-,  help  them  to  good  homes,  in 
many  cases,  and  raise  them  from  their  destitution,  can  it 
be  that  aid  thus  asked  for  shall  not  be  abundantly  given  ?
